Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  herewith  my  32nd  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services 
of  the  County. 

The  statistics  again  present  only  minor  alterations,  but  it  is  satisfactory 
that  the  infantile  death  rate  continues  to  fall  and  was  the  record  low  figure  of 
48  which  was  reached  exceptionally  in  1923.  The  birth-rate  also  falls  steadily 
and  more  rapidly  than  the  death-rate  : these  rates  are  now  approximating 
closely  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  have  a falling  population. 

The  County  continued  to  be  relatively  immune  from  infectious  disease  of 
a serious  character  though  scarlet  fever  of  a very  mild  type  was  more  prevalent 
than  usual. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  year  was  the  prolonged  drought  but  it  is  satis- 
factory that  the  County  appears  to  be  in  a particularly  favourable  position 
in  its  resources  for  water  supplies  and  there  was  no  serious  difficulty.  There 
are  parts  where  the  conditions  could  be  improved  with  advantage  and  it  is 
to  be  desired  that  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  past  two  years  may  lead 
to  better  provision  being  made  for  them. 

The  arrangements  for  medical  and  surgical  treatment  were  enlarged  by 
the  opening  of  two  new  Out-stations,  making  a total  of  20.  All  the  more 
populous  parts  are  now  covered,  but  there  are  wide  areas  for  which  some  rather 
simple  provision  could  be  made,  e.g.,  by  the  provision  of  treatment  rooms  in 
District  Nurses’  Homes  which  would  be  convenient  meeting  places. 


A satisfactory  development  during  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
arrangements  whereby  the  County  is  assured  of  accommodation  for  300  mental 
defectives  in  Stoke  Park  Colony  and  54  in  Brentry  Colony  which  should  meet 
the  needs  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  section  of  this  Report  dealing  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  has 
been  prepared  by  Dr.  E.  C.  Morris  Jones.

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ARRANGEMENT  OF  COUNTY  DISTRICTS. 

In  the  last  report  was  given  a statement  of  the  re-grouping  of 
districts  reached  by  the  County  Council  under  Section  46  of  the 
Local  Government  Act  1929,  and  the  proposals  therein  set  out 
have  been  submitted  in  detail  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
decision  of  the  Ministry  thereon  has  not  been  received  as  yet. 

On  the  assumption  that  the  grouping  will  be  acceptable  to 
the  Ministry  in  its  main  features,  schemes  under  Section  58 
(appointment  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health)  and  under  Section  63 
(Isolation  Hospitals)  have  been  drafted.  These  schemes  were 
circulated  among  the  present  District  Councils  and  were  considered 
at  a Conference  with  them  on  9th  March,  1934.  No  formal  resolu- 
tions were  submitted  to  the  Conference  but  it  appeared  to  be  the 
view  of  the  Conference  that  the  County  Council  should  be  the 
Hospital  Authority  for  Smallpox  for  the  whole  of  the  County, 
contracting  with  the  Hospital  Authorities  on  the  same  lines  as  the 
arrangements  for  the  present  Hospital  District  in  the  North- 
eastern part  of  the  County,  and  that  cases  should  be  sent  to  any 
hospital  that  was  open  irrespective  of  the  parts  of  the  County  in 
which  they  arose.  The  scheme  under  Section  63  was  revised  in 
accordance  with  this  expression  of  the  views  of  the  District  Councils. 
No  other  alterations  were  proposed  and  the  schemes  were  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  after  the  meeting  of  the  County  Council, 
on  18th  April,  1934,  and  their  decision  is  awaited.

Sanitary  Inspectors. 

There  was  one  change  among  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during 
the  year.  Mr.  I.  A.  Stephenson  resigned  his  appointment  in  the 
Kingswood  U.D.,  on  31st  August,  1933,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
G.  E.  Curtis  on  the  18th  September. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  that  the  population  in  the 
middle  of  1933  was  200  less  than  at  the  corresponding  part  of  1932, 
the  figure  for  1933  being  337,700. 


Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  the  iowest  on  record — • 
4,514.  In  1920  they  were  7,658  and  in  1921,  6,520  ; since  that 
year  the  number  has  decreased  fairly  steadily  at  an  average  of 
about  150  a year.  In  1933  the  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by 
only  64  and  it  would  appear  that  we  shall  soon  have  a steadily 
decreasing  population.  The  gradual  approximation  of  the  birth 
rate  to  the  death  rate  is  shown  in  the  following  figures  for  the 
present  century  : —

The  main  cause  of  the  increase  in  1933  was  Influenza,  to  which 
259  deaths  were  attributed — 90  more  than  in  1932. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  under  the  age  of  one  year  reached 
the  record  low  figure  of  217.  The  infantile  mortality  (deaths  per 
1,000  births),  in  spite  of  the  smaller  number  of  births,  is  also  the 
lowest  on  record,  namely  48  ; the  year  1923  was  also  an  exceptionally 
favourable  year  from  this  point  of  view  and  the  infantile  mortality 
figure  was  then  also  48.  Taken  over  periods  of  five  years,  the 
steady  fall  in  this  rate  is  shown  clearly  in  the  following  statement  : —

The  increasing  survival  of  infants  will  make  up  to  some  extent 
for  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  help  to  maintain  our  population, 
but  the  margin  for  saving  is  getting  steadily  smaller. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(EXCLUSIVE  OF  CHELTENHAM  M.B.) 

1.  Notification  of  Births. 

The  proportion  of  births  notified  within  36  hours  of  their 
occurrence  is  93.8  per  cent.  There  were  3891  births  registered  and 
3650  notified — of  which  3,114  (85.3%)  were  notified  by  midwives 
and  maternity  nurses  and  536  (14.7%)  by  doctors  and  parents. 

2.  Health  Visiting. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  year  by  all  Health  Visitors  : —

This  number  is  a slight  increase  on  last  year’s  work  and  it  i& 
felt  that  much  good  advice  is  given  in  these  home  visits  of  which 
the  parents  in  the  majority  of  cases  take  notice. 

3.  Measles  Visiting. 

During  the  year  45  cases  of  Measles  have  been  nursed  in  the 
homes  by  district  nurses  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  The  attention 
of  mothers  in  the  welfare  centres  is  frequently  drawn  to  the  results 
of  neglect  of  the  proper  nursing  of  such  cases. 

4.  Infant  Protection  Visiting. 

The  Council  continues  the  supervision  of  the  children  in  foster- 
homes through  the  visits  of  the  County  Health  Superintendents  and 
District  Nurses.  Notice  must  now  be  given  at  least  7 days  before  the 
expected  arrival  of  the  child  when  an  immediate  visit  is  paid  by  the 
Superintendent  who  forwards  a report  on  the  home  and  foster- 
mother.  After  the  arrival  of  the  child  the  home  is  visited  by  the 
nurse  within  a short  time  so  that  the  condition  of  the  child  on 
reception  may  be  used  for  comparison  in  future  visits.  Any  detail 
such  as  sleeping  accommodation  which  may  not  be  satisfactory  at 
the  time  of  the  first  visit  is  reported  to  the  foster-mother  and  the 
authorised  registration  of  the  home  is  not  sent  until  the  defect  has 
been  remedied.

57  children  were  removed  from  foster  homes  in  the  county  and 
51  new  children  were  entered  on  the  register. 


Many  of  these  children  are  boarded  out  by  Dr.  Barnado’s 
Homes  wdiich  Society  is  authorised  to  appoint  local  visitors  who 
report  on  the  conditions  quarterly ; but  the  first  visit  to  the  foster 
home  on  which  registration  is  given,  is  made  by  the  approved 
Infant  Life  Visitor  of  the  Council  Council.  Under  Sec.  69  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932,  private  boarding  schools 
taking  children  under  9 years  of  age  are  now  required  to  give  notice. 
Such  notices  have  been  received  from  3 schools  during  the  year  and 
on  consideration  of  the  facts  the  Committee  agreed  that  one  visit 
per  annum  would  suffice. 


5.  Admissions  to  Hospital. 

Maternity  Cases. 

The  number  of  applications  received  for  admission  to  hospital 
of  women  during  pregnancy  or  for  confinement  continues  to  increase 
and  necessitates  careful  consideration  of  all  circumstances  by  the 
Sub-Committee.  During  the  year  210  applications  were  considered 
of  which  208  cases  w^ere  approved.  Five  of  these  cases  did  not  go 
to  hospital  owing  to  unforeseen  circumstances,  3 were  not  confined 
until  1934  and  7 cases  which  had  been  approved  in  1932  were 
admitted  in  1933  making  a total  of  207  maternity  cases  admitted

Infants  and  Young  Children. 

Recommendations  continue  to  be  sent  in  from  Welfare  Centres 
and  doctors  for  the  admission  of  children  suffering  from  early  rickets 
and  debility.  These  children  make  good  progress  in  hospital  but 
the  treatment  is  prolonged  as  it  is  not  wise  to  send  the  patients 
back  to  the  conditions  which  were  responsible  for  their  illness  before 
the  improvement  is  fully  established.  Only  two  children  reported 
as  suffering  from  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment  and  both  cases  did  well.

6.  Consultant  Opinions 


The  general  practitioners  in  the  county  are  now  all  aware  of  the 
facilities  which  are  available  for  them  to  obtain  the  assistance  of 
specialists  during  the  progress  of  a case,  and  many  doctors  take 
advantage  of  this  service.  In  some  cases  the  consultant  on  hearing 
details  of  the  cases  considers  it  desirable  that  the  patient  be  sent  into 
hospital  at  once  and  does  not  actually  visit  the  case  at  home.

7.  Assisted  Milk  Supplies. 

The  number  of  recommendations  for  additional  milk  supply 
to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  5 continues 
to  increase.  Each  application  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  chair- 
man and  a very  small  number  only  is  found  to  be  above  the  scale 
approved  by  the  Committee  for  free  supply.  In  cases  where  the 
means  are  very  low  and  it  is  considered  that  the  milk  would  be  used 
for  general  household  consumption  or  where  out-door  relief  is  also 
being  granted  the  application  is  passed  over  to  the  relieving  officer. 
Careful  watch  is  kept  on  the  cases  at  the  Welfare  Centres  and  by  the 
health  visitors  and  the  milk  supply  is  stopped  when  the  condition  of 
the  child  has  improved.

8.  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

There  were  24  homes  under  supervision  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  During  the  year  one  home  has  been  given  up  and  two  new 
homes  for  the  reception  of  maternity  and  general  medical  cases  were 
approved  by  the  Committee.  The  standard  and  equipment  of  the 
homes  vary  according  to  the  type  of  patient  admitted  but  on 
inspection  during  the  year  they  appear  satisfactory.  There  are  now 
25  registered  nursing  homes. 

9.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

(a)  Pre-natal  centres. 

Owing  to  the  curtailment  of  expenditure  progress  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  pre-natal  centres  has  not  been  very  rapid  but  during 
the  year  two  new  centres  have  been  opened,  and  a third  one  has 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Committee.  One  at  Tewkesbury  was 
approved  in  1932  but  was  not  opened  until  March  1933,  another  at 
Stroud  in  April  1933  and  the  third  will  be  opened  at  Fairford  in  the 
spring.  All  these  centres  are  held  at  the  district  hospitals  and  are 
staffed  by  the  district  nurses  : additional  help  is  given  by  the 
hospital  nursing  staff. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  difficulty  now  in  persuading 
mothers  to  attend  for  examination  during  pregnancy,  and  the  mid- 
wives, who  usually  attend  with  their  patients,  seem  glad  of  this 
opportunity  of  discussing  their  cases.  Besides  the  examination, 
the  mothers  obtain  advice  on  diet,  general  hygiene  and  the  making 
of  infant  outfits  and  in  some  places  are  given  tea  by  members  of  the 
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voluntary  welfare  centre.  The  service  is  very  valuable  in  giving  the 
patients  confidence  and  instruction  apart  from  any  actual  treatment 
which  may  be  required.  It  is  recognised  that  the  most  suitable 
person  to  carry  out  such  pre-natal  examinations  is  the  doctor  who 
will  be  called  in  to  the  case  should  assistance  be  required  and  it 
is  therefore  hoped  that  arrangements  will  be  made  in  future  whereby 
each  general  practitioner  would  see  his  own  patients  at  least  on  two 
occasions  during  the  pregnancy  and  send  in  reports  on  their  con- 
dition. Under  such  circumstances  the  clinics  would  still  have  a place 
as  centres  of  teaching  and  of  consultation,  but  would  not  carry  out 
routine  examinations.

(b)  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  keenness  and  enthusiasm  of  Child  Welfare  Centres,  now  cen- 
tralised in  the  County  Federation  of  Child  Welfare  Centres,  is 
resulting  in  a very  good  standard  of  work  being  attained  by  the 
centres  in  the  county.  Two  new  centres  were  started  during  the 
year,  at  Alderton  and  Frampton  on  Severn,  making  a total  of  42 
centres.  Advantage  is  taken  by  many  centres  of  the  help  given  by 
the  Federation  in  the  provision  of  speakers,  wool  and  foods  such  as 
dried  milk  and  malt  extract.  The  medical  records  are  now  more 
complete  and  useful  and  the  energy  of  the  voluntary  helpers  is 
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untiring.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  now  possible,  owing  to  pressure 
of  work,  to  visit  the  centres  as  often  as  is  desirable  during  the  year 
but  the  meetings  of  the  Federation  supply  opportunities  for  dis- 
cussion of  problems  and  are  very  helpful.

10.  Dental  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  for  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  school  age  have  now 
completed  the  second  year.  It  has  been  definitely  proved  that  this 
service  was  required  as  large  numbers  of  patients  have  been  referred 
from  doctors  and  nurses  and  the  various  centres,  and  the  mothers  are 
willing  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  and  are  grateful  for  the 
work  done. 

Many  of  the  cases  who  attended  during  1932  continued 
attendance  either  for  provision  of  dentures  or  for  further  treatment. 
The  cost  of  the  dentures  was  made  as  low  as  possible  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  mothers  were  able  to  pay  the  whole  amount, 
in  6 cases  only  up  to  December  1933,  was  application  for  assistance 
in  payment  made  to  the  Committee  entailing  a cost  of  £8  13s.  3d. 

There  are  not  as  many  children  under  5 attending  for  treatment 
as  appears  necessary  from  the  reports  of  the  doctors  but  the  dental 
surgeons  pay  periodic  visits  to  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  their 
area  where  they  inspect  the  children’s  teeth  and  give  a talk  on  the 
necessity  of  care  of  the  teeth.

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11.  Educational  Work. 

(a)  Travelling  Health  Exhibition. 

This  Exhibition  was  on  tour  again  for  two  fortnights  during 
the  year  covering  9 villages  in  the  Spring  in  the  area  of  Alveston, 
Marshfield  and  Winterbourne  ; and  9 villages  in  the  Autumn  in  the 
districts  of  Kingswood  and  Badminton.  In  all,  99  villages  have  now 
been  visited  and,  including  a tour  planned  for  the  Spring  of  1934,  the 
Committee  feel  that  the  Exhibition  has  been  on  view  in  most  parts 
of  the  county  and  that  it  is  now  time  to  consider  re-visiting  the 
early  places  with  a slightly  different  series  of  exhibits,  so  that  a 
new  generation  of  parents  and  children  may  be  given  the  opportunity 
of  seeing  the  various  sections.  The  Exhibition  Committee  have 
appointed  an  organiser  who  will  carry  out  the  preliminary  arrange- 
ments for  the  tours  and  will  be  of  great  assistance,  and  relieve  the 
voluntary  workers  of  much  of  the  routine,  leaving  them  free  to  take 
charge  of  their  respective  sections.  The  interest  of  the  voluntary 
helpers  has  not  abated  after  5 years  of  hard  work  and  the  Exhibition 
Committee  are  fully  convinced  of  the  value  of  the  work. 

(b)  Lectures  and  addresses. 

During  the  year  14  special  talks  were  given  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer — -these  were  in  addition  to  the 
talk  usually  given  on  visiting  a welfare  centre  and  to  the  evening 
addresses  at  the  Health  Exhibition.  Many  requests  were  unable  to 
be  fulfilled  owing  to  other  work  and  to  the  short  notice  given. 

Attendance  was  made  at  4 Baby  Shows  wdiere  advantage  was 
taken  of  giving  a talk  on  Morthercraft  before  the  prizes  were  awarded.

During  the  year  two  new  district  nursing  associations  were 
started,  one  at  Kingswood  (Wotton),  and  one  at  Staple  Hill.  The 
latter  had  previously  been  an  unaffiliated  association  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  now  a complete  nursing  and  midwifery 
service  is  available  for  that  district. 


King  Edward  Memorial  Fund. 

Nurses  maintained  from  this  Fund  were  utilised  for  emergency 
duty  in  the  county  for  76  weeks  and  4 days  and  for  holiday  duty 
for  14  weeks  and  1 day.  In  addition  emergency  nurses  were  em- 
ployed for  95  weeks  4 days. 

Confinements  attended  by  Certified  Midwives. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  county,  excluding 
Cheltenham  Municipal  Borough  was  3,891  of  which  2,567  were 
attended  by  certified  midwives,  a percentage  of  66  of  the  total  births. 

Under  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  midwives  are 
required  to  send  certain  notifications  to  the  Local  Authority  and  to 
call  for  medical  aid  under  certain  conditions.  In  practically  hah 
the  cases  medical  help  was  sought  but  a large  number  of  these  were 
required  during  pregnancy  and  possibly  prevented  some  complication 
at  the  time  of  confinement.  The  midwives  show  increasing  interest 
in  the  siqoervision  of  their  cases  and  a high  standard  of  work  is 
observed  by  them.

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Still-births  and  Early  Infant  Deaths. 

There  were  44  still-births  notified  during  the  year,  and  41 
of  these  occurred  in  the  practise  of  a midwife  without  a doctor  being 
present.  Enquiries  were  made  to  elicit  the  cause  of  the  death  of  the 
foetus,  but  in  13  cases  there  was  no  reason  which  could  be  assigned 
for  the  still-birth.  In  16  cases  there  was  a history  of  difficult  labour, 
in  6 cases  previous  illness  of  the  mother,  and  in  6 cases  some 
gross  abnormality  of  the  child.  The  majority  of  the  still-births 
occurred  in  the  later  months  of  pregnancy  and  in  many  cases  the 
foetus  was  alive  when  labour  started. 

Enquiries  were  also  made  into  31  deaths  occurring  within  one 
month  of  birth.  Here  also  it  is  difficult  to  point  out  definite  direc- 
tions which  might  have  prevented  these  early  deaths.  The  largest 
number  of  deaths  occurred  in  premature  babies  and  in  the  second 
largest  number  definite  deformity  of  the  child  was  present.  It  is 
hoped  that  increased  ante-natal  supervision  and  better  care  in  the 
early  days  will  reduce  the  first  group  eventually. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  by  midwives  for  46  cases  on  account 
of  rise  of  temperature.  This  may  be  due  to  many  causes,  some  of 
which  rapidly  clear  up  under  treatment.  More  serious  cases  in  which 
the  temperature  reaches  a certain  height  and  remains  up  for  some 
time  are  notified  by  the  doctors  as  puerperal  pjuexia  and  there  were 
12  midwives  cases  so  notified  during  the  year.  In  addition  25  other 
cases  were  notified  direct  by  doctors — a total  of  37  cases.  Admission 
to  hospital  under  the  arrangements  of  the  County  Council  was 
arranged  for  17  cases  and  5 others  were  admitted  privately. 
Unfortunately  6 cases  died  in  spite  of  all  the  skill  and  treatment 
available.  The  enquiries  made  into  these  cases  on  the  first  intimation 
by  midwife  or  doctor  enables  help  to  be  given  early,  either  in  the 
provision  of  a consultant  or  the  admission  of  the  patient  to  hospital. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

During  the  year  24  mothers  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy  or 
confinement.  In  6 of  these  cases  some  definite  medical  condition 
was  also  present  which  reduced  the  patient’s  resistance  and  was  an 
associated  cause  of  death.  Very  full  enquiries  are  made  into  the 
circumstances  and  valuable  help  has  been  given  by  the  doctor 
and  midwife  in  attendance.  In  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to  find 
any  definite  cause  for  the  condition  but  in  some  cases  it  is  shewn 
that  the  patients  refused  to  take  advantage  of  the  advice  offered  : 
in  5 cases  no  midwife  had  been  engaged  even  in  the  later  months 
of  pregnancy.  It  is  only  by  continuous  teaching  that  mothers  will 
appreciate  the  importance  of  early  booking  and  regular  supervision. 
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The  midwives  are  now  fully  aware  of  the  value  of  this  work  and  are 
carrying  out  their  duties  efficiently,  and  lectures  on  the  subject  are 
given  at  many  of  the  Welfare  Centres.

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Discharging  Eyes. 

Midwives  are  compelled  to  call  in  a doctor  to  all  cases  of  dis- 
charging eyes  of  infants  however  slight  the  condition  may  appear 
to  be.  62  notices  were  sent  during  the  year  but  in  only  11  cases  did 
the  condition  not  clear  up  rapidly  and  notifications  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  were  made.  Two  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital  and  in  all  the  recovery  was  complete  and  the  eyes  left 
undamaged. 


Special  Visits  and  Inspections. 

The  midwives  are  inspected  on  behalf  of  the  local  supervising 
authority  by  the  County  Health  Superintendents  and  Miss  Milford 
and  her  Assistant  . 891  routine  visits  of  inspection  were  paid,  124 

midwives  being  visited  more  than  4 times  during  the  year.  In 
addition  159  special  visits  were  paid  for  enquiry  into  various  cases 
of  still-birth  etc.  On  the  whole  these  visits  are  welcomed  as  an 
opportunity  for  discussion  of  problems  rather  than  as  criticism  of 
the  work. 
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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  register  has  fallen  fairly 
steadily  from  698  at  March,  1931  to  648  at  March,  1934.  In  the 
earlier  years  of  the  scheme  the  records  were  not  so  complete  as  they 
are  now  but  even  after  twelve  years’  experience  occasional  cases 
come  to  light  for  the  first  time  among  persons  who  are  in  no  need  of 
assistance.  This  trouble  is  gradually  becoming  more  and  more  one 
of  advanced  years,  though  94  or  one-seventh  of  those  on  the  register 
lost  their  sight  before  their  first  birthday  ; many  of  them  are  now 
in  advanced  years. 

The  changes  in  the  ages  of  blind  persons  and  the  decrease 
in  early  incidence  even  in  so  short  a period  as  twelve  years,  is 
evidenced  in  the  following  statement  : —

While  in  1923  there  were  59  blind  persons  under  21  years  of 
age,  the  number  in  1934  was  only  29  ; in  the  earlier  year  only 
130  were  over  70  years  of  age  while  in  1934  the  number  was  259. 
In  the  twenty  years  that  ophthalmia  neonatorum  has  been  noti- 
fiable, 480  cases  have  been  reported  but  in  only  two  instances  has 
there  been  any  permanent  defect  of  vision  and  that  slight  in  each 
case. 


The  voluntary  County  Association,  which  is  the  agent  of  the 
County  Council  for  the  Care  of  Blind,  presented  their  twelfth 
annual  report  for  the  year  1933-4,  and  the  following  extracts 
bring  out  very  clearly  the  value  of  the  personal  service  rendered 
by  the  voluntary  workers  : — 

The  Committee  present  the  Report  for  the  year  ending  March

Education.  Of  the  7 girls  and  9 boys  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  16,  11  are  at  Blind  Schools,  1 receives  special  attention  at  a 
sighted  school,  2 are  physically,  and  2 mentally  defective.  Of 
the  12  cases  between  the  age  of  16  and  21,  5 are  at  Training 
Institutions,  1 refuses  training,  1 is  a Registered  Home  Worker,  1 
is  working  under  a Farm  Bailiff,  and  4 are  physically  and  mentally 
deficient. 

There  are  13  Registered  Home  Workers,  20  Journeymen 
employed  in  Workshops,  and  47  men  and  18  women  have  various 
Kinds  of  employment.  In  this  latter  class  are  6 Musicians  and 
Music  Teachers  ; 8 Basket  Makers  ; 2 Boot  Repairers  ; 7 Shop- 
keepers and  Agents  ; 9 Hand  Knitters  ; 5 Labourers  ; 2 Masseurs  ; 
5 Poultry  Farmers  ; 5 Straw  Bag  Makers  ; 1 Weaver  ; 1 Machinist  ; 
1 Home  Worker  ; 1 Collector  ; 1 Clerk,  etc. 

The  remaining  524  are  unemployable,  409  being  over  70  years 
of  age,  though  several  supplement  their  incomes  by  their  own 
efforts  ; 9 are  resident  in  Homes  for  the  Blind  ; 8 in  Mental 

Asylums  ; 28  in  Poor  Law  Institutions  ; 88  are  Mentally  and 

Physically  defective  ; 35  are  Deaf-Blind,  of  these,  2 are  both  deaf 
and  dumb,  and  12  are  stone-deaf  and  black  blind. 

Embossed  Literature. — We  have  72  Members  of  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind,  and  19  Magazines  in  Braille  and  Moon  are 
circulated  among  68  blind  readers. 

Finance. — The  very  satisfactory  sum  of  £900  15s.  lOd.  has  been 
received  from  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  for  the  past  year. 

Without  this  money,  raised  by  the  untiring  work  of  Mr.  King 
Cummings,  the  more  intimate  and  homely  side  of  the  work  could 
hardly  go  on,  for  from  this  Fund  come  the  means  to  give  the  little 
amenities  such  as  coal  and  groceries,  etc.,  to  the  aged,  poor  and 
lonely,  and  to  provide  small  tokens  of  remembrance  of  them  at 
Christmas. 

Grants  and  Pensions. — The  Gyde  Trustees  have  generously 
renewed  their  grant  of  £50  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  care  of 
Blind  Children  in  Gloucestershire.  The  number  of  Grants  and

The  Committee  are  most  grateful  to  all  these  Benefactors  and 
desire  to  express  their  thanks  through  this  Report.  The  annual 
value  of  these  pensions  is  about  £2,000  per  annum.

Necessitous  Blind. — The  Case  Committee  met  quarterly. 
617  cases  were  considered  for  weekly  grants  to  raise  incomes  to 
15/-  with  benefits.  Grants  amounting  to  £1,266  17s.  lid.  were 
distributed  through  the  kind  help  of  96  Almoners.  In  addition, 
£56  I Is.  Od.  was  spent  on  special  Needs  for  Sick  and  Poor  Blind 
Persons. 

94  cases  were  examined  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  for  Certifi- 
cation of  Blindness,  75  being  “ Blind  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act.”  Of  the  19  not  certified,  13  would  have  been  eligible  for 
grants,  proving  very  decisively  that  proper  certification  is  an 
undoubted  economy. 

Home  Teaching  Service. — Miss  Wynn  Lloyd,  after  ten  years 
of  devoted  service,  was  obliged  to  have  sick  leave  from  November 
5th  to  February  5th.  She  has  had  too  large  a number  and  area 
for  some  years,  and  the  Executive  Committee  have  reduced  her 
numbers  and  appointed  an  additional  Half-Time  Home  Teacher, 
Miss  M.  Sa-leby,  of  Leonard  Stanley  Vicarage,  from  February  1st, 
1934. 

The  County  is  now  divided  into  four  areas. 

During  the  year  the  Home  Teachers  have  covered  24,034 
miles,  paid  4,753  visits,  given  438  lessons,  and  written  2,789  letters. 
There  are  49  Pupils  for  Braille,  Moon,  Manual  Alphabet  and 
Handicrafts,  varying  in  age  from  85  to  6 years.  Five  more  Deaf- 
Blind  pupils  are  being  taught  the  Manual  Alphabet,  and  the  new 
Handicrafts  include  such  things  as  knitted  covers  for  dress-hangers, 
embroidered  tea-cosies  and  raffia  balls. 

Sales  of  Work. — Help  received  for  these  sales  of  work 
done  by  the  Blind  is  really  invaluable,  and  through  the  kindness 
of  the  Rev.  H.  C.  and  Mrs.  Armour,  Lady  Price  and  Mrs.  Fewster 
Blake,  and  the  Members  of  the  Comrades  Hall,  sales  were  held  at 
the  Chantry,  Berkeley,  The  Down  House,  Redmarley,  and  at 
Nailsworth.  There  were  also  stalls  at  the  Three  Counties  Show 
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at  Worcester,  the  Cheltenham  and  Cinderford  Flower  Shows, 
and  the  Cheltenham  Chrysanthemum  Show,  which,  with  the 
private  sales  through  the  Home  Teaching  Staff,  brought  the 
workers  the  sum  of  £203  16s.  lOd. 

Social  Centres. — Only  those  who  have  visited  the  Clubs, 
which  are  now  so  well-established,  can  realise  what  they  mean  in 
those  ££  Dwellers  in  perpetual  shade  ” who  meet  there  for  fellow- 
ship and  pleasant  relaxation,  forgetting  for  a brief  hour  that  they  are 
different  from  other  people.  At  Charfield,  Cheltenham,  Cinderford, 
Cirencester,  Coleford  and  Stroud  these  Clubs  are  kept  active  by 
devoted  friends.  At  Stroud  began  the  beautiful  plan  which  was 
followed  at  Cheltenham  and  now  by  the  blind  people  in  the  Forest  of 
Dean,  viz.,  to  give  up  their  own  annual  Party  in  order  to  give 
presents  to  all  the  sick  and  bedridden  blind  people  who  could  never 
attend  the  Club.  Pathetic  little  stories  of  the  gratitude  of  these  poor 
invalids  make  a full  reward  for  this  true  unselfishness.  The  Coleford 
Club  has  been  entertained  at  Bream,  Newland,  Sling,  Staunton, 
Berry  Hill  and  Cinderford,  and  the  Women’s  Institutes  at  Bream, 
Longhope  and  Mitcheldean  have  most  kindly  been  responsible 
for  tea  and  entertainment  at  three  Meetings. 

Parties. — Toe  H and  League  of  Women  Helpers  took  the 
Cheltenham  Blind  to  a picnic  at  Frampton-on-Severn  in  June,  and 
the  Dickens  Fellowship  and  Toe  H gave  them  Christmas  Parties. 
Mrs.  Healing  of  the  My  the  House  gave  a summer  Party  to 
Tewkesbury,  Newent  and  Winchcombe  Blind ; Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Hills  of  Rodborough  Common  also  gave  a summer  Party  to  the 
Blind  of  Stroud  Union  Area  (Urban  and  Rural),  and  Mrs.  Roscoe 
gave  both  a summer  and  Christmas  Party  at  Newlands  to  the  Blind 
of  Coleford  District.  For  all  these  great  encouragements  in  the 
work  the  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  many  who  have  responded 
to  the  appeals  for  such  help,  and  heartily  thanks  them. 

Wireless  for  the  Blind. — Gifts  of  two  Portable  Wireless 
Sets,  given  by  Mrs.  Claud  Robinson  of  Moorwood,  Cirencester,  and 
of  one  given  by  the  Executors  of  the  late  Miss  Helen  Winser  of 
Cheltenham,  are  very  highly  appreciated  by  both  those  who  use 
them  and  the  workers  who  have  the  happiness  of  taking  them  into 
the  Homes  of  the  Blind. 

Registered  Home  Workers. — The  thirteen  Home  Workers, 
under  the  supervision  of  Bristol  Institution,  will  be  grateful  for 
orders, 
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The  Committee  of  the  Cheltenham  Workshops  for  the  Blind 
(of  which  the  Rev.  R.  H.  M.  Bouth  is  Chairman),  included  the 
following  Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1934  : — • 

Sales  for  the  year  amount  to  £1,103,  as  compared  with 
£1,134  for  the  year  previous.  There  has  been  an  increase  in 
basket  sales,  although  for  part  of  the  year  there  have  been  three 
fewer  workers  in  this  department  owing  to  the  retirement  of 
George  Roebuck,  after  50  years’  service,  of  Robert  Blackwell 
(33  years),  and  the  death  of  Edward  Davies.  Harry  Carter,  who 
has  had  two  years  training  here  has  been  taken  on  as  a 
journeyman,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Gloucester  Corporation, 
Alice  Lay  and  Richard  Kingscott  have  been  admitted.  They 
were  trained  at  Birmingham  and  Bristol  respectively  and  found 
it  difficult  to  secure  employment  as  Home-workers. 

The  supply  of  chairs  for  re-caning  has  diminished  and  small 
decreases  are  shown  in  the  sales  of  brushes  and  mats. 

Orders  from  Public  Authorities  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  income  from  Investments  held  by  the  County  Council 
and  received  through  the  County  Blind  Association,  has  been 
reduced  by  £72  owing  to  the  War  Loan  Conversion. 

The  Rev.  E.  S.  de  Courcy  Ireland  has  joined  the  Committee 
of  Management  as  a representative  of  the  County  Council. 


SCHEME  FOR  THE  EXTENSION  OF  IVIEOiCAL  SERVICES. 

The  present  arrangements  for  the  treatment  services  of  the 
County  Council  have  now  been  in  operation  for  fourteen  years 
and  it  is  satisfactory  that,  though  there  was  no  precedent  in  the 
country  for  some  of  its  features,  the  procedure  follows  the  lines 
set  out  originally.  Three  important  departures  from  established 
practice  were  : — 

(1)  the  use  of  one  place  of  treatment  for  all  purposes  and  all 

groups  of  patients  ; 

(2)  the  utilization  of  existing  agencies  for  treatment,  including 

the  local  general  medical  practitioners  and  the  Hospitals 
with  their  staffs.  The  only  County  Officers  engaged  in 
treatment  work  are  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  and  County 
Dentists  ; 
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(3)  The  provision  of  Out-stations  at  the  smaller  Hospitals. 

A particularly  pleasing  experience  is  the  increasing  amount  of 
treatment  given  to  children  under  school  age,  including  those  with 
early  orthopaedic  defects. 

Full  effect  has  not  been  given  as  yet  to  certain  possibilities 
of  the  scheme  which  were  in  mind  from  the  start  : the  two  most 
important  are  more  general  consultation  services  for  insured 
persons,  Public  Assistance  patients  and  the  general  public  at 
modified  fees,  and  fuller  co-operation  between  the  General  and 
smaller  hospitals  for  the  use  of  beds,  training  of  nurses,  etc.  General 
consideration  has  been  given  to  these  matters  spasmodically, 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  definite  action.  With 
respect  to  the  training  of  nurses,  a definite  step  has  been  taken 
by  the  Matron  of  the  Lydney  Hospital  (Miss  Gould),  who  has  a 
working  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  Boyal  Infirmary ; this 
appears  to  have  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  five  years  the  working  of  the  scheme 
has  been  reviewed  critically  by  the  former  Medical  Secretary  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  (1928),  the  Medical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  1932  after  eleven  years  experience,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  1932.  That  it  has  stood  these  tests  so  well  is  evidence 
of  the  soundness  of  the  scheme.  In  1928  the  Gloucestershire 
Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  described  it  as  an  un- 
qualified success  and  the  Medical  Advisory  Committee  concluded 
in  1932,  as  follows  : — 

“ The  Committee  came  unanimously  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Scheme  as  a whole  is  working  well  and  smoothly.  Considering 
the  number  of  medical  practitioners  who  are  engaged  in  the  work, 
this  is  a matter  for  sincere  congratulation.  The  Committee  also 
concluded  that  any  difficulties  which  have  emerged  in  their  in- 
vestigation were  inseparable  from  the  initiation  of  a totally  new 
scheme  of  this  kind,  and  that  they  are  in  relation  to  the  size  of 
the  scheme  trifling,  and  should  be  amenable  to  speedy  solution  if 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Committee.” 

The  observations  of  the  Minister  of  Health  in  the  letter  of 
16th  June,  1933  were  : — “ He  is  glad  to  learn  of  the  close  co- 
operation maintained  between  the  Medical  Services  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  Voluntary  Institutions  and  the  general  body  of 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  County,  and  he  has  observed  with 
interest  and  appreciation  the  continuing  development  of  the 
‘ Scheme  for  the  Extension  of  Medical  Services,’  in  which  it  appears 
that  co-operation  of  this  kind  has  been  achieved  in  a high  degree 
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and  with  valuable  results.”  He  goes  on  to  urge  the  use  of  the 
services  of  the  consultants  for  persons  under  the  care  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  on  the  lines  mentioned  above. 

The  cost  of  these  services  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than 
very  reasonable.  The  capital  expenditure  on  eighteen  Out-stations 
has  been  only  about  £8,000,  of  which  £1,000  came  out  of  the  grant  of 
the  Red  Cross  Society  of  £7,000.  The  total  expenditure  for  1933  was 
£8,925,  inclusive  of  the  maintenance  of  orthopaedic  cases  in  Hospital; 
(including  the  cost  of  in-patient  treatment,  operations,  etc.); 
spreading  the  whole  of  this  expenditure  over  the  20,000  attendances, 
it  works  out  at  an  average  of  only  about  six  shillings  per  attendance. 

With  the  opening  of  two  new  Out-stations — one  a new 
building  at  Newent,  and  one  in  rooms  specially  arranged  at  the 
Northleach  Public  Assistance  Institution— during  1933  the  total 
number  is  now  20,  Winchcombe  and  Chepstow  Hospitals  being 
used  only  occasionally.  Also  during  the  year,  the  arrangements 
for  the  work  were  improved  at  Cinderford  by  the  transference  of  the 
Out-station  from  the  Institute  to  a house  near  Bilson  Council  School, 
adapted  for  the  purpose  : this  is  the  first  occasion  on  which  it  has 
proved  to  be  practicable  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  District 
Nurses  in  charge,  in  a flat  over  the  Out-station. 

There  still  remain  for  consideration  sparsely  populated  areas 
for  which  the  erection  of  a special  building  and  the  regular  arrange- 
ments of  work  at  a formal  Out-station  would  not  be  justified.  A 
manner  in  which  the  needs  of  such  localities  could  be  met  would  be 
the  provision  of  a treatment  room  at  the  District  Nurses’  Home 
in  about  eight  places  ; this  would  be  convenient  for  the  minor 
treatment  of  cases  by  the  Nurse  and  for  the  grouping  of  cases 
occasionally  for  special  visits  by  the  various  doctors,  general  and 
special. 
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As  the  opportunities  for  treatment  have  been  extended 
gradually  so  have  increased  the  numbers  of  persons  having  the 
benefit.  A comparison  of  the  work  undertaken  and  of  the  cost  in 
1933  with  those  ten  years  previously,  is  set  out  in  the  table  on  the 
opposite  page.  This  gives  an  indication  of  the  steady  increase  in  the 
numbers  treated  observable  in  the  fuller  records  year  by  year.  It 
will  be  noted  that  while  as  between  1923  and  1933  the  proportion  of 
school  children  had  increased  at  the  rate  of  100  to  about  310,  the 
number  of  those  under  school  age  has  risen  to  665  for  each  100  in 
1923.  This  is  evidence  of  the  interest  that  the  Health  Visitors  take 
in  the  physical  condition  of  the  young  children  under  their 
observation  and  it  is  very  encouraging  that  the  numbers  benefiting 
from  the  opportunities  for  treatment  have  increased  steadily. 

A point  of  special  interest  is  the  course  of  the  annual  number 
of  throat  and  nose  operations.  Throughout  the  surgeons  have 
exercised  considerable  discretion  in  the  cases  selected  for  operation, 
but  between  1923  and  1930  the  number  of  operations  rose  from 
404  to  970,  largely  owing  to  increased  numbers  of  children  coming 
under  observation  with  enlarged  opportunities,  the  number  of 
Out-stations  being  doubled  in  this  period  of  eight  years.  In  the  last 
four  years  the  number  of  operative  cases  has  fallen  steadily  from 
970  to  783. 

The  total  cost  of  these  services  (exclusive  of  orthopaedic  work) 
increased  fairly  steadily  with  the  opening  of  new  Out-stations 
from  £2,772  in  1923  to  £6,533  in  1932,  but  though  the  attendances 
increased  in  1933  the  expenditure  dropped  to  £6,207.  In  the  ten 
years  the  average  cost  (including  maintenance  of  inpatients)  per 
attendance  dropped  from  ten  shillings  to  six  shillings. 

The  extended  use  made  of  certain  Out-stations  for  the  treat- 
ment of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children,  by  the  County 
Dentists,  has  proved  very  valuable.  The  number  equipped  with 
dental  chair,  etc.,  is  now  five,  the  numbers  of  cases  treated  during 
1933  are  shewn  in  the  summary  given  on  page  17.

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ORTHOP/EDBC  TREATMENT. 


This  branch  of  work  was  added  to  the  scope  of  the  County 
Scheme  of  Medical  Treatment  in  1925,  and  was  undertaken  at  first 
by  one  part-time  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  one  Orthopaedic  Nurse, 
with  the  use  of  six  beds  in  the  Cheltenham  General  Hospital.  In 
1929  a second  Nurse  was  appointed  and  in  the  following  year,  the 
arrangements  were  enlarged  on  the  lines  of  the  general  treatment 
scheme,  and  in-patient  accommodation  was  provided  in  each  of  the 
three  large  General  Hospitals  serving  the  County.  The  general 
arrangements  which  have  now  been  in  operation  for  four  years 
include  :

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Information  as  to  cases  comes  from  many  sources,  in  particular 
from  School  Medical  Inspectors,  and  District  Nurses.  The  keenness 
of  the  latter  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  of  the  total  922  children  seen 
by  Surgeons  during  1933,  302  were  under  the  age  of  five  years. 
During  the  past  eight  years,  2,733  children  have  been  under  observa- 
tion : 580  have  been  removed  from  the  Register — 373  on  leaving 
school,  187  on  going  from  County,  and  20  who  died.  Of  the  balance 
of  2,153  children,  919— nearly  43%— are  reported  to  be  cured. 


The  defects  for  which  the  larger  number  of  children  were  treated 
are  flat  foot  (272),  spinal  curvature  (106),  bow  legs  (79),  infantile 
paralysis  (63),  knock  knees  (62).  Many  of  these  were  of  mild  type 
and  responded  readily  to  remedial  treatment.  All  three  Surgeons 
comment  on  this  aspect  in  their  reports  for  1933. 


The  summary  of  the  conditions  for  which  children  were  treated — 
apart  from  tubercular  defects  which  are  treated  by  the  Joint  Com-

Mr.  Robinson  observes  : " Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  it  has  been  possible  to  institute  early  treatment  in  practically  all 
cases  of  congenital  defects,  a point  of  the  greatest  practical  impor- 
tance in  regard  to  ultimate  cure.  A point  worthy  of  mention  in  this 
respect  is  the  time  saved  in  treatment,  and  the  better  end  results. 
This  factor  may  be  in  some  degree  responsible  for  the  fewer  number  of 
cases  requiring  Hospital  treatment.” 

Mr.  Stallman  says  : “ Cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  come  next  in 
number — 14  boys,  17  girls — but  no  cases  of  gross  deformity  from 
neglect  in  the  earlier  stages  have  been  met  with.  Also  one  rarely 
sees  now  late  and  neglected  cases  of  congenital  deformity,  such  as 
club  foot ; this  is  very  gratifying.” 


Dr.  Ethel  Redman  writes  : “ Early  cases  of  rickets  with  its 
various  deformities,  adolescent  scoliosis  and  congenital  troubles 
such  as  club  feet  and  wry  neck  are  being  sent  in  to  the  Out-Stations 
with  such  promptness  that  one  feels  our  clinics  are  appreciated  by 
the  District  Visitors  and  workers,  as  well  as  by  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioners.” In  the  latter  part  of  her  report  she  observes  : “ All  the 
children  who  have  had  treatment  at  Winford  in  previous  years  are 
fine,  excepting  a girl  with  scoliosis  who  has  relapsed  sadly,  and  a boy 
with  flail  legs  whose  recurring  deformities  are  largely  due  to  ignorant 
neglect  on  the  part  of  his  mother.” 
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Mr.  Robinson's  observations  on  the  smaller  number  of  cases 
requiring  hospital  treatment  is  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  of  the  four 
beds  available  at  the  Cheltenham  General  Hospital,  only  three  were 
used  fully  for  the  year.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  in  this 
County  we  have  reached  the  stage  at  which,  so  far  as  children  of 
school  age  are  concerned,  the  seriously  neglected  cases  have  been 
treated  as  far  as  practicable  and  at  which  it  may  be  considered  the 
arrears  have  been  reduced  in  the  matter  of  large  operations.  On  the 
other  hand  there  are  cases  for  which  prolonged  residence  in  an 
Institution  for  combined  education  and  treatment  is  very  desirable 
and  those  instanced  by  Dr.  Ethel  Redman  are  examples.  The 
decision  of  the  Medical  Services  Committee  to  utilise  the  money 
available  for  institutional  treatment  in  a more  elastic  manner  will 
be  helpful  in  this  direction.

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The  full  reports  of  the  Surgeons  presented  to  the  County 
Council  contain  encouraging  evidence  of  the  benefit  given  to  the 
children  and  references  to  the  valuable  work  of  Miss  Rodenhurst 
and  Miss  Shepherd,  the  two  orthopaedic  nurses,  and  of  the  vol- 
untary assistance  given  by  menbers  of  Glos.  Detachment  of 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  others. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  general  during  1933  than  during  the 
three  previous  years  but  with  this  exception,  the  County  was  again 
fairly  free  from  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

As  mentioned  last  year  the  wave  of  this  disease  was  rising 
and  the  number  of  cases  yearly  increased  from  367  in  1931  to  nearly 
double  in  1933,  654.  The  general  trend  during  the  present  century 
is  shown  in  the  following  summary  : —

One  of  the  most  striking  facts  brought  out  by  the  above  is  the 
contrast  of  the  case  fatality  of  recent  years  with  that  from  1900 
to  1916.  The  type  of  the  disease  remained  mild  during  1933  and 
in  no  part  of  the  County  does  it  appear  to  have  assumed  a serious 
form. 

Diphtheria. 

The  low  record  of  156  cases  was  reported  during  1933,  the 
previous  small  number  being  202  in  1928,  and  the  next  214  in 
1932.

A gratifying  feature  in  this  table  is  the  extraordinarily  small 
case  fatality  in  1933,  namely,  less  than  two  deaths  per  100  cases — 
a far  lower  figure  than  has  ever  been  approached  in  this  County.  The 
previous  record  was  4.8  deaths  per  100  in  1911  when  the  cases  were 
numerous  : the  rate  (4.9)  was  almost  the  same  in  1930  and  1931. 

An  outbreak  of  this  disease  caused  considerable  trouble  at 
Campden  in  December,  1933:  thirteen  boy  boarders  at  the  Grammar 
School  were  affected  and  there  was  one  death. 

Dr.  Rhind  continued  to  make  use  of  virulence  tests  for  the 
organism  and  instances  the  value  in  two  directions.  In  two  cases 
the  bacillus  proved  to  be  virulent  ; in  six  patients  it  was  found 
non- virulent  and  they  were  discharged  from  hospital,  thus  saving 
the  cost  of  their  maintenance  for  varying  periods.  Contacts  were 
treated  at  home  by  spraying  and  were  eventually  cleared. 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  during  1933  (10)  was  also  a low 
record  : the  previous  minimum  was  18,  in  two  years — 1929  and 
1931.  The  great  drop  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  during  the 
century  is  seen  in  the  following  statement  : —

Other  Acute  Infections. 

An  unusual  feature  was  the  prevalence  of  mumps,  especially 
in  the  Spring,  but  extending  over  the  whole  year.  Another  some- 
what uncommon  event  was  a mild  outbreak  of  conjunctivitis 
among  the  children  at  a school  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sporadic  cases  of  encephalitis  lethargica  (4)  and  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis  (6),  were  reported,  but  no  case  of  acute  Infantile 
Paralysis — the  first  time  for  ten  years. 

The  number  of  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  (11)  was  the 
lowest  in  any  year  since  notification  became  obligatory  in  1914  ; 
so  far  as  information  is  available,  there  was  no  impairment  of 
vision  in  any  case. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  reported  was  496—335  of  the  pulmonary 
form  (exactly  the  same  number  as  in  1933)  and  161  tuberculosis 
of  other  parts  (6  more  than  in  1933).  The  numbers  in  the  different 
sex  and  age  groups  are  given  in  the  following  summary  : —

The  number  of  persons  living  in  the  County  and  known  to  have 
had  pulmonary  trouble  appears  to  be  fairly  constant  and  to  be  about 
2,300.  That  is  about  seven  of  every  thousand  of  the  population 
have  the  accident  of  pulmonary  disease. 

As  regards  non-pul monary  tuberculosis  which,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  is  a much  more  chronic  condition,  it  does  not  appear  that 
complete  information  as  to  the  actual  incidence  of  illness  in  the 
population  has  been  reached,  even  after  twenty-one  years  of 
notification.  It  appears,  however,  to  be  about  one-half  of  that  of  the 
pulmonary  form,  but  the  fatality  is  very  much  less — somewhere 
about  one  quarter. 

Under  the  Regulations  of  the  Minister  of  Health  of  18th  Dec., 
1924,  the  names  of  persons  are  removable  from  the  register  after  a 
prolonged  period  of  absence  of  symptoms  of  tuberculosis  other  than 
those  compatible  with  a completely  healed  lesion.  The  numbers 
so  removed  in  1933  were  75  pulmonary  and  58  non-pulmonary 
cases  : the  totals  in  the  8 years  were  707  and  281  respectively. 
These  are  included  in  the  above  table. 
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The  work  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Scheme  is  summarised  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

Dispensaries. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  attend  weekly  at  six  dispensaries 
and  periodically  visit  fifteen  out-stations.  They  also  see  patients 
unable  to  attend  at  one  of  these  places  in  their  homes  and  hold 
frequent  consultations  with  the  usual  medical  attendants.  In 
1933  in  addition  to  the  work  set  out  in  the  following  statement,  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers  held  1,381  consultations,  saw  845  patients 
at  out-stations,  and  paid  265  home  visits.

No  case  was  compulsorily  removed  to  a Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  during  the  year, 
and,  so  far  as  information  has  been  given,  no  action  was  taken  under 
the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
with  respect  to  employees  in  the  milk  trade.

Home  Visits  by  Nurses. 

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  is  supplemented  by 
visits  to  the  homes  of  patients  by  nurses  with  a view  to  their  direc- 
tions being  carried  out  and  to  improvements  in  the  conditions 
under  which  the  patients  are  living.  The  nurses  undertaking 
this  work  in  1933  were  the  8 County  Health  Superintendents,  3 
whole-time  Health  Visitors,  and  134  District  Nurses. 

The  numbers  of  these  visits  have  increased  from  4,578  in 
1917  to  11,607  in  1933.

A point  of  interest  in  this  statement  is  the  proportion  of  the 
new  cases  regarded  as  being  non- venereal  in  character,  as  presumably 
this  gives  some  indication  as  to  the  extent  to  which  people  who  have 
run  the  risk  of  infection  seek  treatment.  In  1920  the  proportion 
regarded  as  being  non- venereal  was  so  low  as  15%,  but  in  the 
succeeding  years  ranged  round  30%  ; in  1931  and  1932  it  was 
about  43%  but  in  1933  fell  to  35%.  There  is  some  evidence,  at 
least,  that  the  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  known 
and  that  advantage  is  taken  of  them  by  those  for  whom  they  are 
provided. 

Another  indication  is  that  persons  in  need  of  the  prolonged 
treatment  necessary  for  cure  do  attend  reasonably  well  for  a County 
area  : thus  in  1933,  excluding  those  regarded  as  non- venereal, 
the  total  attendances  were  some  7,300  for  189  new  cases,  or  an 
average  of  about  40.  Many  of  the  attendances,  however,  would  have 
been  made  by  old  cases  extending  from  previous  years. 
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The  facilities  for  treatment  were  enlarged  at  the  end  of  1930 
by  provision  being  made  for  the  attendance  of  suitable  cases  at  the 
Out-stations  to  avoid  unnecessary  expenditure  of  time  and  money. 
Advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  opportunity  for  the  treatment 
of  seven  patients  at  Berkeley,  Coleford,  Lydney  and  Wotton- 
under-Edge.  An  indication  of  the  benefit  may  be  instanced  by  the 
case  of  the  patient  treated  at  Berkeley  : for  three  months  she  had 
been  making  weekly  journeys  to  the  Bristol  Clinic,  but  after  the 
change  she  was  able  to  continue  the  treatment  near  her  home  at 
Berkeley  for  the  subsequent  three  years.  It  is  hoped  that  increasing 
advantage  may  be  taken  of  the  opportunity. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  PATHOLOGICAL  WORK. 

The  range  of  the  work  at  present  undertaken  includes  examina- 
tion of  specimens  for  the  organisms  of  acute  infections  and  tubercu- 
losis, of  milks  for  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  total  bacterial  content, 
of  smears,  etc.  for  the  spriochaete  of  syphilis  and  the  organism  of 
gonorrhoea,  of  specimens  and  of  blood  for  serum  reactions,  and, 
in  certain  cases,  animal  inoculations.  This  assistance  in  the  diagnosis 
of  certain  diseases  is  appreciated  greatly,  and  the  opportunity  of 
having  the  examinations  made  at  the  laboratories  of  the  Cheltenham 
and  Gloucester  Hospitals  as  well  as  at  the  Bristol  University 
Laboratory  is  helpful  in  various  ways.  The  association  of  the 
hospital  laboratories  in  the  examination  of  milks,  arranged  in 
December,  1933,  made  the  work  uniform  over  the  whole  County.

It  will  be  noted  that,  with  the  decreased  incidence  of  diphtheria,, 
the  number  of  swabs  submitted  for  examination  has  fallen  very 
considerabty  in  the  past  two  years.  The  cases  notified  during  1933 
were  only  156  and  that  2,774  specimens  were  examined  indicates 
the  extensive  search  that  was  made  for  carriers  with  a view  to  the 
prevention  of  spread. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Again  there  was  no  change  of  any  importance  in  the  accom- 
modation available  for  cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  arrange- 
ments are  more  comprehensive  and  complete  in  some  parts  than  in 
others,  but  there  is  provision  for  special  cases  from  any  part 
of  the  County. 

The  scheme  required  by  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government 
Act  1929  has  been  prepared  and  was  considered  at  a Conference 
with  representatives  of  the  local  authorities  concerned  on  9th 
March,  1934,  and  was  generally  approved.  It  was  adopted,  in  the 
form  set  out  below,  by  the  County  Council  on  18th  April,  1934. 

The  scheme  is  devised  to  utilise  existing  accommodation  to 
the  fullest  extent,  and,  in  great  measure,  it  follows  the  lines  of  the 
present  arrangements  of  District  Councils.  The  boundaries  of  some 
of  the  areas  will  need  revision  when  the  divisions  of  the  County 
under  Section  46  of  the  Act  are  settled  finally.  The  Scheme  reads  : — - 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  provision  of  suitable  means 
for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious 
disease,  the  County  Council  have  adopted  the  following  Scheme  : — 

1 . The  County  Council  shall  be  the  Hospital  Authority  for  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Small-pox  for  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County,  as  at  present  for  the  defined  area 
in  the  North-eastern  part  of  the  County  under  the  County  of 
Gloucester  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Small-pox)  Regulations, 
1917,  utilising  the  hospitals  in  the  Hospital  Districts  as  follows  at 
their  discretion.

4.  The  accommodation  provided  shall  be  the  minimum  number 
of  beds  set  out  in  respect  of  each  hospital  and  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  different  diseases  can  be  isolated  suitably.  The  arrangement 
for  the  user  of  the  City  Hospital  will  be  subject  to  agreement  thereto 
by  the  Corporation.

(a)  forming  or  extending  united  districts  already  formed 

pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  279  of  the  Public 

Health  Act,  1875,  or 

(b)  combining  under  Section  131  thereof,  or 

(c)  constituting  a hospital  district  under  the  Isolation 

Hospitals  Acts,  1893  and  1901. 

6.  Every  hospital  maintained  in  accordance  with  this  scheme 
shall  be  primarily  for  the  reception  of  sick  persons  suffering  from 
infectious  disease  from  the  district  for  which  it  has  been  provided, 
but,  subject  to  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  district,  the 
accommodation  shall  also  be  available  for  the  reception  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  from  other  areas  in  the  County 
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outside  that  district,  the  charge  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
every  such  outside  patient  being  at  the  rate  or  rates  per  week  fixed 
by  the  County  Council  from  time  to  time  in  consultation  with  the 
Isolation  Hospital  Committee,  having  regard  to  the  ascertained  cost, 
inclusive  of  loan  charges,  of  maintaining  hospitals  in  the  County 
in  accordance  with  the  scheme. 


HOUSING. 

Activity  in  building  continued  in  1933  when  more  houses  were 
erected  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  number  built  by  local 
authorities  (excluding  Stow-on-the-Wold  U.D.,  for  which  no  return 
has  been  received),  was  364,  which  is  rather  above  the  average 
of  the  previous  fourteen  years.  The  great  increase  was  due  to  the 
number  of  houses  built  privately,  namely  1,623- — 157  more  than 
the  previous  record  of  1,466  in  1927. 

The  arrears — so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned — have  been 
overtaken  in  the  County  as  a whole,  but  there  is  probably  no  part 
in  which  houses  requiring  improvement  do  not  exist.  In  particular, 
a very  large  proportion  of  houses  have  only  two  bedrooms  so  that 
it  is  impossible  to  divide  a family  of  any  size  satisfactorily.  The 
powers  given  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts  are  valuable 
for  re-conditioning.  In  nine  districts  these  Acts  are  administered 
by  the  District  Councils  ; in  the  remaining  districts  the  County 
Council  have  retained  their  powers  and  during  1933  made  grants 
in  respect  of  three  houses,  ranging  from  £64  to  £100. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  1933  the  Public  Health  Committee  obtained  information 
from  District  Councils  under  the  following  headings  : — 

(i)  The  extent  to  which  piped  supplies  are  really  available 

in  each  parish  with  such  a supply. 

(ii)  The  exact  circumstances  of  parishes  for  which  no  piped 

supply  has  been  provided. 

(iii)  Information  as  to  possible  sources  of  water  throughout 

the  County  at  present  not  used. 

(iv)  What  opportunities  there  are  for  economy  of  water  and 

money  by  co-operation  between  parishes  and  between 
districts. 
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Replies  were  received  from  31  of  the  33  Councils  and  have 
heen  summarised  : the  general  results  are  shown  graphically  on 
a coloured  map  of  the  County. 

The  present  return  supplements  the  statement  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  1914  and  a report  on  the  “ Wells 
and  Springs  in  Gloucestershire,”  prepared  by  Mr.  L.  Richardson, 
F.R.S.E.,  F.G.S.,  as  a Memoir  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  England, 
published  in  1930. 

Water  is  more  or  less  readily  available  in  every  part  of  the 
County,  but  in  the  different  parts  the  accessibility  and  character 
of  the  sources  vary  greatly.  In  many  villages  on  the  slopes  of  the 
Cotswolds,  local  springs  afford  abundant  supplies  though  they 
might  in  many  cases  be  rendered  of  greater  service  by  better  dis- 
tribution. In  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  Severn  Valley,  apart 
from  piped  supplies,  many  people  are  dependent  on  shallow  wells 
with  water  often  of  poor  quality  and  in  at  least  some  cases  liable  to 
pollution. 

A statement  of  the  places  where  there  are  piped  supplies 
alone  gives  an  incomplete  view  of  the  situation  for  the  number  of 
houses  connected  with  the  mains  may  be  large  or  small  ; in  not  a 
few  cases  the  bulk  of  the  houses  are  connected,  but  in  some  84 
of  the  250  parishes  reported  to  have  piped  supplies  less  than  40% 
of  the  houses  are  connected.  The  map  has  been  coloured  to  give 
an  indication  of  these  parishes  by  a lighter  tint. 

The  six  large  water  undertakings  are  : — 

A.  Cheltenham  Water  Works.  This  was  originally  a private 

company  and  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century  ; the  sources  then  were  local 
springs  and  wells  but  the  Corporation  obtained  powers  to 
take  water  from  the  Severn  to  supplement  them  and  now 
use  water  from  the  river  as  necessary.  These  works  supply 
Cheltenham  and  Tewkesbury  Boroughs,  Charlton  Kings 
Urban  District,  and  the  mains  are  available  in  16  parishes 
in  the  Cheltenham  and  Tewkesbury  Rural  Districts. 

B.  The  Gloucester  Corporation  include  many  parishes  in  the 

Gloucester  Rural  District  within  their  limits  of  supply  and 
their  mains  extend  into  11  parishes  : but  the  availability 
of  the  water  varies  greatly.  Thus  in  Wotton  Without  nearly 
all  the  houses  are  connected  but  in  other  parishes  the  numbers 
are  very  small  : for  example,  in  Highnam  only  7 of  40 
houses,  Longford  80  out  of  207,  Matson  1 of  9. 
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C.  East  Dean  Rural  District  Council.  This  supply  is  of 

historical  interest  in  that  it  was  the  first  large  water  under- 
taking to  be  carried  out  by  a Rural  Sanitary  Authority 
which  was  formerly  the  official  designation.  It  had  its 
origin,  according  to  the  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  Whitehouse,  in  an 
endeavour  by  Messrs.  Henry  Crawshay  & Company  to  free 
their  iron  ore  measures  of  water  by  driving  a heading  at 
Greenbottom  ; the  local  authority  came  to  an  agreement 
with  the  Crown  and  the  water  works  were  started  about 
1870.  Various  extensions  and  improvements  were  made 
from  time  to  time  and  by  the  end  of  1932  the  works  were 
supplying  3,280  of  the  3,884  houses  in  East  Dean,  Abenhall 
and  Ruardean. 

D.  West  Dean  and  Coleford  Joint  Committee.  The  water 

undertaking  of  this  Committee  is  the  most  recent  com- 
prehensive scheme  of  a local  authority  and  is  one  of  the 
largest  to  be  undertaken  as  a single  work.  The  West  Dean 
Rural  District  Council  encountered  many  difficulties  in 
their  efforts  at  Howbeach  and  Blackpool  between  1920  and 
1925  : in  the  latter  year  the  sinking  of  a shaft  in  the  Old 
Red  Sandstone  at  Upper  Redbrook  was  commenced.  It  was 
reported  that  by  the  end  of  1931,  38  miles  of  water  main 
had  been  laid  and  that  a further  15  miles  were  necessary 
to  cover  the  district.  About  177  houses  were  connected 
in  1931  and  the  number  was  increased  to  964  by  the  end 
of  1932  ; the  work  is  continuing  and  when  this  work  is 
complete,  the  Forest  will  have  the  advantage  of  being 
covered  by  this  and  the  East  Dean  Water  Undertaking. 
There  are  boundary  lines  where  there  may  be  advantages  in 
mutual  arrangements  so  that  whichever  supply  is  most 
useful  shall  be  made  available  in  particular  cases. 

The  two  remaining  large  undertakings  are  those  of  two  large 

Water  Companies. 

E.  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company.  This  Company 

promoted  an  Act  for  a supply  of  water  from  an  iron  mine  at 
Frampton  Cotterell  in  1884.  Subsequently  they  obtained 
powers  for  the  utilisation  of  other  sources  and  for  extension 
of  their  range  of  supply.  Their  latest  source  is  a deep  well 
at  Shipton  Moyne,  brought  into  operation  on  17th  November, 
1932,  and  they  now  supply  the  urban  districts  of  Mangots- 
field  and  Kingswood,  seventeen  parishes  in  the  Chipping 
Sodbury  Rural  District,  seven  in  the  Thornbury  Rural 
District,  three  in  Tetbury  Rural  District  and  five  in  Warmley 
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Rural  District.  Their  supply  is  such  that  at  the  end  of  the 
prolonged  drought  of  1933-34  the  Company  was  able  to 
supplement  the  Bristol  resources. 

F.  Stroud  Water  Company.  This  Company  was  formed  under 
the  powers  of  the  Stroud  Water  Act,  1882.  Their  original 
source  was  a well  with  headings  at  Chalford  and  a main 
reservoir  on  Minchinhampton  Common.  In  1923  they 
brought  into  use  a new  source  (Clark’s  Flour  Mill  Spring), 
slightly  lower  down  the  valley.  The  Company  supplies 
Nailsworth  Urban  District,  fourteen  parishes  in  the  Stroud 
Rural  District  and  Eastington  in  the  Wheatenhurst  Rural 
District,  and  supplement  the  supply  of  Stroud  Urban 
District  by  agreement. 

Between  them,  these  six  water  undertakings  supply  seven 
of  the  14  urban  districts  and  seventy  seven  parishes  ; in  some 
further  90  parishes  estate  supplies  have  been  provided  and  in  40 
works  have  been  arranged  by  local  authorities,  though  the  water 
is  by  no  means  available  for  all  houses.  Other  places  in  the  County 
are  dependent  on  local  resources— springs,  wells,  etc. — in  some 
cases  readily  available  and  of  good  quality,  and  in  others  not  so 
satisfactory,  while  in  the  remainder  there  are  urgent  needs  for 
better  supplies.  The  present  returns  do  not  give  sufficiently 
detailed  information  for  reliable  comparisons  as  to  relative  needs, 
but  observations  have  been  made  on  the  circumstances  of  certain 
parishes  showing  ground  for  consideration  of  the  needs  ; in  respect 
of  some  of  them  criticism  of  the  present  conditions  have  been  made 
year  after  year  in  the  annual  reports.  Apart  from  the  question  of 
individual  parishes,  the  only  part  of  the  County  in  which  there 
appear  to  be  groups  of  parishes  in  special  need  of  improved  supplies 
is  the  Severn  Vale  below  Gloucester,  e.g.,  in  the  Wheatenhurst 
Rural  District  and  the  north  part  of  the  Thornbury  Rural  District. 
A supply  for  the  former  has  been  offered  by  the  Small  Holdings 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  an  extension  of  the  mains 
of  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  could  provide  for  the 
latter  or  possibly  they  might  be  supplied  from  a local  source. 

It  was  hoped  that  information  as  to  local  sources  which  might 
be  utilised  advantageously  for  combined  supplies  would  have 
been  given  in  the  present  return  but  the  particulars  under  this 
heading  are  very  few.  The  chief  are  : —

It  would  appear  that  the  County  is  fortunate  in  the  resources 
of  water  available,  and,  indeed,  large  quantities  are  abstracted 
for  the  supply  of  other  parts.  These  include  the  undertakings  of 
Bath  Corporation  in  the  south  of  the  County,  of  the  Great  Western 
Railway  Company  at  Kemble  for  the  supply  of  Swindon,  and  of  the

Malvern  Urban  District  Council  at  Bromesberrow.  Full  advantage 
of  the  resources  is  not  yet  taken  for  the  adequate  and  economic 
supply  of  all  parts  of  the  County  and,  in  addition  to  the  places  now 
reported  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  there  are  not  a few 
in  which  the  supplies  are  available  for  only  parts. 

It  is  satisfactory  that,  though  the  rainfall  for  1933  was  some 
10  inches  below  the  average,  i.e.,  was  only  about  two-thirds  the  usual 
total,  the  general  observation  on  the  conditions  has  been  no  shortage 
during  the  drought.  In  limited  localities,  wells  and  springs  failed 
and  in  some  places  piped  supplies  were  turned  off  during  certain 
hours  and  water  had  to  be  conserved  carefully.  Little  difficulty, 
however,  appears  to  have  been  experienced  in  meeting  any  special 
needs,  so  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  annual  reports. 

The  circumstances  of  the  year  led  to  greater  attention  being 
given  to  matters  of  water  supply,  and  to  action,  more  or  less  definite, 
towards  the  provision  of  supplies  in  places  where  the  matter  has  been 
under  sporadic  consideration  for  many  years.  Some  of  them  are 
included  amongst  the  following  : — 

Campden  R.D. 

Quinton — The  College  had  a lot  of  trouble  with  the  lower  village. 
Willersey — -The  neAv  reservoir  was  a great  boon. 
Weston-sub-Edge — 1 There  was  some  shortage  and  it  is  thought 
new  mains  are  needed. 

Cheltenham  R.D. 

Bentham,  Badge  worth  (Bamfurlong)  and  Staverton — The  supplies 
are  deficient. 

Cirencester  R.D. 

Poulton — A new  Diesel  engine  has  been  installed  and  a new 
3-inch  main  laid. 

Dursley  R.D. 

Cam  and  Dursley- — -The  works  costing  £8,657  were  nearing 
completion. 

Kingswood — The  scheme  was  provided  at  a cost  of  £1,562. 
North  Nibley,  Nympsfield,  Stinchcombe  and  Uley — There  is 
deficiency  and  schemes  are  being  prepared. 

East  Dean  R.D. 

East  Dean,  Abenhali  and  Ruardean — The  yield  was  affected  by 
the  drought  but  there  was  sufficient  without  curtailment. 
Wigpool- — There  was  deficiency  in  the  local  supplies  and  it  was 
necessary  to  fix  a temporary  standpipe. 
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Gloucester  R.D. 

Hempsted  (parts),  Matson  and  Upton  St.  Leonards — Nothing 
appears  to  have  been  done  to  remedy  the  deficiency. 

Lydney  R.D. 

Alvington  and  Woolaston — There  is  deficiency  in  both  these 
parishes. 

Northleadi  R.D. 

Northleach — The  public  supply  is  scanty  and  more  adequate 
arrangements  are  under  consideration. 

Yan worth — A piped  supply  has  been  provided. 

Bibury,  Brockhampton,  Cold  Ashton,  Farmington  and  Little 
Barrington — Improved  supplies  are  needed. 

Stow -on-the-W old  R.D. 

Bledington — Augmented  supplies  are  needed. 

Bourton-on-the- Water— Augmented  supplies  are  needed. 

Clapton-on-the-Hill — A bore  has  been  sunk  to  find  water  of  which 
the  parish  is  in  need. 

Stroud  R.D . 

Camp  in  Bisley  C.P.,  Cranham  and  Sheepscombe — Shortage  was 
experienced,  especially  by  houses  with  rainwater  only. 
A source  at  Climperwell  is  being  explored. 

Tetbury  R.D . 

Avening — Contamination  of  the  spring  caused  serious  trouble 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  trouble  is  remedied. 

Leighterton — Deficiency  is  again  noted,  but  it  is  reported  that 
an  application  for  a loan  for  works  will  be  made. 

Tewkesbury  R.D. 

Deerhurst,  Elmstone  Hardwicke,  Leigh  and  Teddington— Water 
is  needed  at  all  these  places  ; the  Cheltenham  mains  could  be 
extended  easily  to  the  first  and  last. 

Thornbury  R.D. 

Some  wells  gave  out  for  a time  during  the  drought  but  filled  in 
November  and  December.  If  the  necessity  arises,  the  mains 
of  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  could  be  ex- 
tended. The  Company  already  supplies  eight  parishes. 
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Wheatenhurst  R.D. 

Shortage  is  noted  once  more  in  many  parishes  and  it  is  said  that 
samples  of  water  were  examined,  several  being  reported  as 
quite  unfit,  and  many  rather  doubtful  ; negotiations  for  a 
supply  from  Stanclish  Park  were  in  progress. 

Evidences  of  activity  in  various  parts  was  given  by  the  number 
of  applications  to  the  County  Council  for  grants  towards  the  cost 
of  schemes,  including  the  following  : —

SEWERAGE  Am  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  opportunity  given  by  the  Local  Government  Act  1929 
to  extend  the  burden  of  the  cost  of  works  has  led  to  somewhat 
increased  activity  in  this  matter.  An  outstanding  example  is  the 
provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  town  of 
Thornbury  in  the  rural  district  of  that  name  : a scheme  proposed 
some  years  ago  was  just  too  late  for  the  unemployment  grant  and 
it  would  not  have  been  reasonable  for  the  cost  of  such  works  to  fall 
on  the  parish  only.  However,  by  spreading  the  charges  in  the  pro- 
portion of  thirds  over  the  parish  and  the  Rural  District  and  a grant 
from  the  County  Council  it  was  practicable  to  provide  this  long 
needed  improvement  during  1933  at  a cost  of  £15,286.  Similar 
works  at  Chipping  Sodbury — another  old-standing  trouble — were 
completed  during  1933  with  the  help  of  an  unemployment  grant. 
An  application  for  a grant  was  received  also  from  the  East  Dean 
R.D.C.  in  respect  of  certain  parishes  where  it  has  been  reported  for 
many  years  that  sewerage  was  required  and  the  work  was  estimated 
to  cost  £21,478  : the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  make  a 
grant. 

There  are  other  places  where  building  is  rapid  and  sewerage  is 
required,  for  example  at  Filton  in  the  Chipping  Sodbury  R.D. 
A survey  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  that  a comprehensive  scheme 
including  Patchway  in  the  Thornbury  R.D.  may  be  arranged. 
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Various  minor  improvements  were  effected  in  different  parts. 
At  Moreton  in  the  Marsh  in  the  Campden  R.D.,  costly  gas  engines 
wTere  replaced  by  electric  motors  and  the  filtration  plant  was  im- 
proved : the  disposal  works  for  Cam  and  Dursley  in  the  Dursley 
R.D.  were  overhauled. 

There  are  many  other  parts  in  which  the  need  of  improvement 
has  been  reported  year  after  year  and  in  respect  of  which  little, 
if  anything,  appears  to  have  been  done.  They  include  Stroud  U.D„ 
(disposal  works),  Tewkesbury  B.  (disposal  works),  parishes,  especially 
Kingswood,  in  the  Dursley  R.D.,  Hempsted,  Quedgeley  and  Tuffley 
in  the  Gloucester  R.D.,  Lydbrook  in  West  Dean  R.D.,  Eastington,, 
Frampton-on-Severn  and  Saul  in  the  Wheatenhurst  R.D.  and 
Alderton,  Gotherington  and  Greet  in  the  Winchcombe  R.D. 

SURVEY  OF  RIVERS 

On  the  4th  July  a sampling  of  the  Severn  and  Chelt  for  dissolved 
oxygen  was  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  survey  of  the  whole 
river  arranged  for  this  day.  On  the  Severn  the  oxygen  content  was 
rather  low  generally  compared  with  the  conditions  in  1932,  with 
peaks  at  Lower  Lode  (slight)  and  Over  Bridge  (high)  : on  the  other 
hand  the  content  of  the  Chelt  in  the  upper  reaches  was  on  the  high 
side  but  below  Cheltenham  the  figures  were  low.  An  interesting 
development  in  1933  was  the  keeping  of  samples  for  a week  before 
fixing  the  oxygen  and  determining  the  content  : information  on 
the  loss  of  oxygen  at  different  points  should  give  usef  ul  indications 
when  a sufficient  number  of  observations  has  been  accumulated. 

The  general  conclusion  appears  to  be  that  at  the  time  of  the 
survey  the  river  was  in  a reasonably  satisfactory  condition  through- 
out its  length. 


DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  evidence  of  increased  interest  in  the  satisfactory  disposal 
of  waste  matter  from  houses  etc.,  mentioned  last  year  is  observed 
also  this  year.  In  the  Chipping  Sodbury  R.D.  Dr.  Rhind  reports 
that  at  last  every  parish  has  made  or  will  make  provision  for 
collection  weekly,  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  similar  arrangements 
are  under  consideration  for  the  Thornbury  R.D.  where  there  is 
now  collection  in  nine  of  the  24  parishes.  In  the  Stroud  R.D. 
arrangements  were  made  for  weekly  collections  throughout  the 
District  by  three  motor  lorries.  Scavenging  was  commenced  also 
at  Quenington  (Cirencester  R.D.),  Coin  St.  Dennis  (Northleach  R.D.), 
voluntarily,  and  at  Saul  in  the  Wheatenhurst  R.D. 
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There  is  now  collection  throughout  the  whole  area  in  four 
Rural  Districts  : it  is  under  consideration  in  Thornbury  R.D., 
and  is  advocated  in  the  Campden  R.D.,  and  Stow-on-the-Wold  R.D. 

Controlled  tipping  where  the  refuse  is  packed  carefully  and 
covered  daily  with  soil  appears  now  to  be  regarded  as  the 
most  suitable  and  economical  method  of  refuse  disposal  and  is 
operated  successfully  in  various  parts  : in  Cheltenham,  playgrounds 
have  been  made  on  the  finished  tip  and  at  Filton  in  the  Chipping 
Sodbury  R.D.,  low  ground  is  being  filled  usefully. 


EXAMINATIONS  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 


The  County  Analyst  submits  the  following  summary  of  the 
work  undertaken  during  1933. 


During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1933,  936  samples  have 
been  examined  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  1928, 
of  which  120  were  either  adulterated  or  did  not  satisfy  the  standards 
laid  down  by  the  various  regulations  issued  under  the  Act.  This

Milk. 

The  number  of  samples  of  Milk  submitted  was  588,  of  which 
100  did  not  satisfy  the  standard  for  genuine  milk  laid  down  in  the 
Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  This  number 
which  represents  17%  of  the  number  of  Milk  samples  taken,  is  far 

too  high. 

Some  of  these  samples  are  samples  of  naturally  poor  milk,  and 
in  these  cases  no  proceedings  are  instituted,  but  there  should  be  no 
difficulty  where  a number  of  cows  are  kept,  in  keeping  the  standard 
of  milk  well  above  the  minimum  standards  which  are  laid  down. 
The  average  figures  for  the  whole  of  the  milk  samples  taken  under 
the  Act  is  well  above  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  and  is  very  similar  to  the  figures  for  1932.

During  the  year  proceedings  have  been  instituted  in  15  cases 
and  convictions  have  been  obtained  in  13  cases.  One  case  was 
dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  costs. 

Mint  Sauce, 

One  sample  of  Mint  Sauce  was  examined  and  found  to  be 
largely  composed  of  the  chopped  leaves  of  the  Ailanthus  (Tree  of 
Heaven)  shrub.  Proceedings  were  instituted  and  a Solicitor  appear- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Manufacturers  informed  the  Magistrates  that  the 
so-called  Mint  in  this  Mint  Sauce  had  been  imported  from  abroad 
and  they  were  the  unfortunate  victims  of  unscrupulous  persons  in 
the  land  of  origin  and  no  proceedings  could  be  taken  against  these 
people.  The  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Whiskey. 

One  sample  of  Whiskey  was  adulterated  with  17.1%  of  water, 
and  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendor  who  was 
convicted. 


Jam. 


Two  samples  of  Jam  contained  Sulphur  Dioxide  preservatives 
in  excess  of  the  amount  allowed,  another  sample  was  of  very  poor 
quality  containing  a large  quantity  of  water,  and  a fourth  was 
slightly  deficient  in  Soluble  Solids. 

Marmalade. 

One  sample  of  Marmalade  was  slightly  deficient  in  Soluble 
Solids. 

Sausages. 

The  addition  of  preservatives  to  Sausages  should  be  declared 
on  the  wrapper  or  label  of  this  article,  and  in  three  cases  preserved 
sausages  had  not  the  necessary  declaration. 

White  Precipitate  Ointment. 

Three  samples  were  made  in  accordance  with  the  old  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  although  the  new  formula  came  into  force  in  October 
1932,  and  two  other  samples  were  slightly  deficient  in  Ammoniated 
Mercury. 
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Cream. 

One  sample  of  tinned  Cream  was  deficient  in  Fat  as  compared 
with  the  guaranteed  fat  content  on  the  label,  and  two  other  samples 
were  artificial  cream,  but  did  not  give  the  necessary  declaration 
to  this  effect. 

Coffee. 

An  informal  sample  of  Coffee  contained  18.8%  of  Chicory. 

The  total  fines  imposed  ranged  from  10/-  to  £22  17s.  9d.y 
including  costs,  and  amounted  in  all  to  £104  Os.  5d.

MILK  EXAMINATIONS. 

Reports  from  other  Authorities  : 

Fifteen  reports  were  received  during  1933  from  other  authorities 
on  matters  affecting  milk  produced  in  this  County  : 10  from 

Bristol,  3 from  London,  1 from  Cardiff,  and  1 from  Willesden. 
The  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  in  the  milk  was  the  cause  of 
twelve  reports.  The  subsequent  investigations  included  sixteen  visits 
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to  the  respective  farms  by  veterinary  surgeons  the  examination  of 
320  cows,  47  microscopic  examinations  and  38  inoculation  tests. 
Tubercular  animals  were  found  on  clinical  examination  at  four  farms 
and  five  further  infected  cows  were  discovered  as  the  result  of 
microscopic  and  inoculation  tests. 

Other  investigations  made  during  the  year  included  : 

1.  An  investigation  of  a herd,  the  milk  of  which  was  reported 
to  show  the  B.  Abortus  and  it  was  found  that  two  cows  had  aborted. 

2.  Examination  of  a herd  supplying  families  in  which  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  reported  : the  results  were  negative. 

3.  An  investigation  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  Cheltenham 
on  an  unusual  case  of  tuberculosis  which  he  found  in  a sheep  at  the 
abattoir  : the  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  inoculated  animals  showed  “ characteristic  lesions  of 
tuberculosis,  probably  bovine  in  character,”  though  sheep  are 
generally  regarded  as  being  immune.  No  other  infected  animals 
were  found  on  the  farm. 

Bacterial  Counts. 

Fewer  samples  were  submitted  in  1933  than  in  previous  years,  the 
number  being  83.  Nearly  half  of  these  gave  a total  count  of 
under  50,000  micro-organisms  per  c.c.  but  as  many  as  17  of  over  one 
million.  The  bacillus  coli  (dirt  organism)  was  absent  in  19  samples 
but  present  in  such  a small  quantity  as  1/100  c.c.  in  29.  There  is 
evidently  much  educational  work  to  be  undertaken  before  clean  milk 
will  be  available  all  over  the  County.  With  this  in  view  the  reports 
on  the  samples  are  sent  to  the  agricultural  organiser  who  arranges 
demonstrations  as  opportunity  offers. 

Survey  of  Dairy  Cattle. 

For  the  past  seven  years  the  milch  cattle  in  the  County — some 

50.000  animals  at  about  3,500  farms- — have  been  surveyed  twice 
yearly  by  the  part-time  veterinary  officers.  The  proportions  repor- 
ted to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  has  ranged  from  2.9  per  1000 
in  the  first  half  of  1933  to  5.5  at  the  first  examination  in  1927  and 

5.0  at  the  last  survey.  About  2 to  3 per  1000  passed  as  satisfactory 
at  one  survey  developed  trouble  so  rapidly  in  the  six  months  inter- 
vening before  the  subsequent  examination  as  to  be  described  as 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  “ with  emaciation.” 
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IVieWTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

In  this  area  the  duties  with  respect  to  mental  deficiency  are 
shared  between  the  Education  Committees  of  the  County,  City  and 
Cheltenham  M.B.  and  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  County  Council 
and  Gloucester  Corporation.  The  former  committees  deal  pri- 
marily with  children  between  the  ages  of  7 and  16  years,  referring 
those  unsuitable  for  instruction  in  a special  school  to  the  Joint 
Committee. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  registers  of  the  County  Education 
Committee  and  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  the  end  of  1933  was  1,308, 
16  more  than  in  1932.

Extended  accommodation  for  Gloucestershire  cases  was  pro- 
vided at  Stoke  Park  Colony  during  1933  under  the  agreement  men- 
tioned in  the  last  report  whereby  300  places  are  available  : the 
number  of  beds  at  Brentry  Colony  for  cases  from  this  County  was 
also  increased,  from  47  to  54.  With  this  accommodation  available, 
patients  are  being  removed  gradually  from  some  of  the  above 
Institutions. 


REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  MARRIAGES.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen 

that  under  existing  arrangements 

less  that  one-sixth  of  the  children  born  are  protected  from  small-pox 
by  vaccination.  There  are  various  objections  to  vaccination  under 
the  existing  law — very  important  items  being  the  fact  that  it  is 
supposed  to  be  compulsory  and  the  trouble  of  going  to  a special 
doctor.  It  is  felt  by  many  that,  with  the  removal  of  these  objections, 
leaving  vaccination  to  be  performed  by  the  usual  doctor  at  the  desire 
of  the  parents  a much  larger  measure  of  protection  would  be  at- 
tained. With  this  in  view  it  is  suggested  that  the  present  law  should 
be  revised  and  that  we  should  rely  on  persuasion  and  making  the 
protection  available  as  simply  as  possible.  Under  present  arrange- 
ments it  is  easier  for  parents  to  obtain  a certificate  of  conscientious 
objection  than  to  have  a child  vaccinated. 


SURVEY  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICES  UNDER  THE  LOCAL 

GOVERNMENT  ACT  1929. 

The  observations  of  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  survey  made 
by  Dr.  Alan  Parsons  and  his  colleagues  in  the  summer  of  1932  was 
received  in  June  1933.  The  general  arrangements  of  the  County 
appear  to  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  the  recommendations 
as  regards  these  are  few.  The  most  important  suggestions  are  that 
the  accommodation  for  maternity  cases  should  be  increased, 
that  more  samples  of  foodstuffs  should  be  submitted  for  examina- 
tion, and  that  the  examination  of  milk  for  tuberculosis  should  be 
more  intensive.  Effect  has  been  given  to  the  two  latter  recom- 
mendations. 

The  first-mentioned  matter  is  connected  with  the  question 
of  the  use  of  transferred  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  on  which 
the  Minister  makes  general  and  detailed  observations.  He  approves 
of  the  action  taken  for  the  classification  of  patients  in  different  insti- 
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tutions  but  desires  that  the  possibility  of  appropriating  specified 
Institutions,  or  parts  thereof,  namely  Cheltenham,  Northleach, 
Tetbury  and  Thornbury  as  General  Hospitals  should  be  considered 
The  Tetbury  Institution  is  small,  with  some  30  beds  only,  and  has 
been  arranged  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  as  mainly  a 
Maternity  Institution  and  in  it  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  hope  to  provide  increased  accommodation  for  their  cases. 
With  this  in  view  it  was  proposed  that  the  latter  Committee  should 
administer  the  Institution  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  : the  Minister,  however,  prefers  appropriation,  and  the 
matter  will  have  further  consideration.
